“Authority” means the economic development authority created in lowa Code section 15.105.

“Board” means the members of the economic development authority appointed by the governor and
in whom the powers of the authority are vested pursuant to lowa Code section 15.105.

“Committee ” means the technology commercialization committee established by the board pursuant
to 261—Chapter 1.

“Deal flow” means the creation and maintenance of a flow of business proposals for evaluation and
decisions for financial backing.

“Fund” means the targeted industries networking fund.

“Networking event” means a sponsored event that facilitates linkages between businesses, investors,
and academic problem solvers to create new deal flow within the targeted industries.

“Targeted industry” means the industries of advanced manufacturing, biosciences, and information
technology.
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
